KATMANDU (AP)—King Mahendra of Nepal 
Thursday personally assumed control of the Govern- 
ment, ordering the arrest of Prime Minister B. P. Koi- 
rala and other members of his elected Government. 


UAR Aid 
Requested 
By Gizenga 


CAIRO (AP)—Antoine Gizen- 
ga& who Tuesday proclaimed 
himself the Congo's legitimate 
ruler, has asked President Ga- 
mal Abdel Nasser for urgent 
aid of food and war equipment, 
= Middie East News Agency 


In a cable to Nasser, Gizenga 
said Col. Joseph Mobutu, army 
chief at Leopoldville, had start- 
ed a civil war against his loyal 
troops. 

Gizenga appealec to Nasser to 
give “top priority” to his re- 
quest for help because his 
stronghold town of Stanleyvil- 
le is “dangerously threatened” 
from Mobutu’s forces. 

The agency said Gizenga's 
cable concluded alarmingly 
“reply to Stanleyville before 
two days or we shall be ar- 
rested.” 

The agency said Nasser also 
received two other cables from 
the Congo. The first telegram, 
from General Lundula who was 
appointed by Lumumba as first 
Congolese Army commander in 
chief, read “please send us to- 
day by air ammunition and 
soldiers. Mobutu’s rebels are 
no‘y in Orientale Province, help 
us.” 
The agency said the third 
cable included a communication 
to the UAR Government of the 
proclamation of Stanleyville as 
the seat of the Congolese Gov- 
ernment. 


The UAR always has been a 
stanch supporter of Lumumba 
whom it considers “Congo's 
legal premier.” 


Pullout Ordered 

LEOPOLDVILLE (AP)—Col. 
Joseph Mobutu Wednesday 
night ordered his troops to pull 
out from the air force they 
took over in defiance of U.N. 
forees at Kitona, Congolese 
sources reported. 

The 30-year-old army ruler 
dispatched one of his rs to 
deliver the order at the base, 
on the Atlantic Ocean some 300 
miles from Leopoldville. 


DonationsReceived 
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The King, by royal decree, 
proclaimed an emergency, sus- 
pended the Constitution and or- 
dered the arrest of all Cabinet 
ministers. 


Koirala was arrested along 
with Home Minister S. P. Upadh- 
yay by Army Chief of Staff Gen. 
S. Neera and driven under guard 
to Mahendra’s Palace. 


All the other 10 ministers 
were arrested except Gen. Su- 
barna Shumsher, who is away 
on a visit to Calcutta. Shum- 
sher is a deputy Prime Minis- 
ter. 


The King succeeded to the 
throne on March 13, 1955. The 
Koirala Cabinet was formed in 
May 1959, under a Coristitution 
granted by the King in Feb- 
ruary 1959, 

From the middle of the 19th 
Century, Nepal was ruled by 
the Rana family, which provid- 
ed the hereditary Prime Min- 
ister of the country. After 
World War II a revolutionary 
movement in 1950 and 1951 re- 
stored to the monarchy the pow- 
ers it had lost 104 years before 
and broke the hereditary power 
of the Ranas. 


The first general election in 
February 1959 resulted in over- 
whelming victory for the Nepali 
Congress. 


There was no immediate ex- 
planation for the takeover by 
the 39year-old monarch, who 
recently returned from a tour 
of the United States and Europe. 


Koirala was arrested while at- 
tending a meeting of his Con- 
gress Party’s youth congress. 

Army troops moved in to take 
over control of the Government 
radio station, ministerial offices 
and other important ins 
tions. , 

During the past 18 months 
King Mahendra allowed 
wide powers in ordinary affairs 
of the Government. 

Among other activities, Kol- 
rala visited Peiping in an at 
tempt to settle territorial dis- 
putes with Communist China, 
which claims some Tibetan 
border areas which Nepal con- 
siders her own, 


Nepal's eight million people 
are almost exclusively Hindu 
and are considered devoted to 
the King, the world’s only 
reigning Hindu monarch. 

The kingdom is vitally im- 
portant from a strategic view- 
point, lying between India and 
Communist-ruled Tibet. 


It has tried to follow a poli- 
ey of strict neutrality, both be- 
tween East and West, and be- 
tween India and Communist 
China, who are feuding over 
the ownership of around 50,000 
square miles both to east and 
west of Nepal. 

News of the take-over shocked 
officials in India, which in some 
ways considers Nepal a protec- 
torate. 


Both before and after Com- 
munist China made formal 
claims last year on territory held 
by Nepal, India’s Prime Minister 
Nehru declared India would con- 
sider any attack on Nepal the 
same as an attack on India. 


Meanwhile, the Nepalese 
Army posted troops around the 
Royal Palace and khaki-clad 
Gurkha infantrymen patrolled 
the narrow streets that wind be- 
tween Katmandu’s age-old tem- 
les and bazaars. 

‘No disturbances were reported 
and the city appeared quiet.

Though handicapped and un- 
able to walk without crutches, 
54 children at Seishi Takutoen, 
@ combination hospital and 
school, seem happy under the 
Kind care of the staff. 

This institute was founded in 
Aktho-mura, Natori-gun, Miya- 
gi Prefecture as the first and 
only institute for crippled chil- 
dren. Forty out of 54 are polio 
victims; there are also cerebral 
a patients and others who 

ve been deformed due to ac- 
cidents. , 

The children live according to 
a schedule just like students at 
dormitories. They get up at 6:30 
a.m, and take part in morning 
exercises. Later in the morning, 
they attend four classes, one of 
which is for physical training. 
For the bedridden, bedside 
schooling is conducted. 

The children like sports and 
music and are good at playing 
musical instruments. Every 
month a birthday party is held 
for those who were born in that 
month.

Defense Chief Tells Diet 


Defense Agency Director Nao- 
mi Nishimura told the Diet yes- 
terday he believed that no 
change is forthcoming in U.S. 
Forces deployments and instal- 
lations in Japan and the Far 
East. 

Nishimura made this state- 
ment in reply to Socialist Airo 
Kitayama before the House of 
Representatives Budget Commit- 
tee despite reports of Penta- 
gon’s order for a-‘study of all 
military activities overseas, 

He observed that the MSA 
aid is being graduaily switch. 
ed to an onerous basis from 
the gratuitous basis. 

This, he said, has already 
been incorporated into Japan's 
defense buildup program. There- 
fore, the study order wil! not 
affect the defense plan. 

Kitayama then questioned 
Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
on the problem of fair election, 
business recession in America, 
“double-national-income” plan 
and agricultural problems. 

While promising to consider 
revising the Public Offices Elec- 
tion Law to realize fair elec- 
tions, Ikeda retorted that “the 
business trend in America is no 
recession since the production 
| indexes are on the increase.” 
He described the American 
business trend as “leveling off.” 

Refuting Kitayama’s chargé 
that the Government's income 
doubling policy is in fayor of 
large enterprises, Ikeda said 
that “it is in no way designed 
to benefit large industries alone 
as shown in the fiscal loans and 
investment plans.” But he ad-

At the committee’s afternoon

Tsujihara then charged that 
the Government's plan to raise 
the wages of government em- 
ployes did not benefit the 
majority of such employes, or 
70 per cent of the total. This 
was followed by a heated argu- 
ment between Tsujihara and 
State Minister Hisatsune Sako- 
mizu who is in charge of wages. 

Foreign Minister Zentaro Ko- 
saka, replying to a question by 
Tsujihara, said that the wages 
of Japanese employed by the 
U.S. forces would also be raised 
when those of the government 
employes were raised. 

Meanwhil the Democratic 
Socialist Party at a meeting of 
its Diet Policy Committee decid- 
ed to present a plan revising 
the Government's supplement- 
ery budget to the Diet.

Gates couched his views in

The defense secretary - 
structed his subordinates to 
mit preliminary reports by Jan. 
9 setting forth what has been 
done and what might yet be 
done to carry out President 
Eisenhower's Nov. 17 directive 
to reduce the outflow of Ameri- 
can dollars. Gates also told the 
services and the Joint Chiefs to 
submit progress reports month- 
ly through April. 

Gates said these reports 
should include a further exa- 
mination of “all activities” 
overseas to determine those 
which can be “eliminated, con- 
solidated, reduced or transfer- 
red to the United States.” 

Specifically included in the 
field of such studies were “all 
military headquarters, bases, 
posts, units, military schools, 
recreation centers, welfare, com- 
munity support and other such 
activities.” 

Defense officials said that the 
reference to “units” meant only 
support activities and did not 
cover any redeployment of ac- 
tual fighting units. 

The Gates memorandum also 
called for a “detailed and ener- 
getic audit” of the use of and 
requirement for all military 
personnel engaged in support 
and administrative activities. 

The memorandum also includ- 
ed instructions to the services 
to review their requirements 
for “all properties and installa- 
tions” in foreign countries. This 
review, he said, should include 
the study of advantages to the 
U.S. that might be gained by 
canceling new construction, 
closing down of' installations 
and the termination of outstand- 
ing leases.

ALGIERS ({(AP)—A _ yelling | 
crowd of Moslems waving rebel 
flags Thursday taunted French | 
troops and armored cars sur-| 
rounding Government Square at 
the foot of the Casbah.

When these two reports — 
one correct and the other in- 
accurate—appeared in the press, 
Foreign Minister Zentaro Kosa- 
ka was embarrassed.

nese now wish to see Japan 
make a more positive contribu- 
tion than at present in easing 
international tension. 

There are at least three fac- 
tors behind this prevailing senti- 
ment. One is the changed com- 
position of the U.N. as a re- 
sult of the recent mass entry of 
new nations. Many Japanese 
think that in the light of this 
change in the U.N.’s composi- 
tion, Japan should now make 
more positive efforts as a media- 
tor to promote understanding 
and conciliation between  in- 
dustrialized and underdeveloped 
countries and between the white 
and colored nations. 

Another factor is the ap- 
prehension that the aggravating 
“local cold wars” in Laos, the 
Congo, Algeria and Cuba may 
lead to a “hot war.” 

Still another factor is the 
Japanese people's realization 
that it is becoming more and 
more difficult to hold the prob- 
lem of Communist China's U.N. 
membership in abeyance. 

In addition, the recent ap- 
pointment by President-elect 
Kennedy of a man of great cali- 
ber, Adlai Stevenson, as Amer- 
ica’s U.N. ambassador. worked 
as a new incentive for the Japa- 
nese to turn their eyes to the 
U.N. Thus, there is a growing 
body of opinion urging that Ja- 
pan speak up and act in the 
UN. with a greater measure of 
self-confidence and independ- 
ence. 

How will Prime Minister Ike- 
da respond to this call? This 
is not the mere question of wha 
should be named Japan's rep- 
resentative in the U.N. but a

The mixed forces of para- 
troopers commanded by Capt. 
Kong Le and pro-Communist 
Pathet Lao were said to be 
falling back at the western edge 


of the city. 
But the attackers were mov- 
ing cautiously, The area be- 


tween military headquarters 
and the airport appeared to be 
a no man’s land. 

Phoumi’s forces shelled the 
airport area during the night 
but fighting died down until the 
morning when mortar and scat- 
tered small arms fire broke out 
again in the center of the city.

Japan Envoy 
Surprised

A Foreign Office official who 
accompanied Crown Prince Aki- 
hito a Princess Michiko on 
their recent tour of Ethiopia 
and three other Afro-Asian na- 
tions said yesterday news of} 
the reported coup d'etat against | 
Ethiopian Emperor Haile Selas 
sie came as a complete surprise 
to him. 

Yukihisa Tamura, Foreign Of- 
fice counselor, added that he 
could not believe that such @ 
cour’ had been carried out. 


Tamura said that when he 
visit.d Addis Ababa with the 
Crown Prince and the Princess 
last month, he found that all 
the people in Ethiopia were 
united behind Emperor Haile 
Selassie. 


If the coup had actually been 
carried out, he believed it was 
not.of a social revolution in 
character but was motivated ra- 
ther by a court struggle. 


Masayuki Yokoyama, former 
Japanese envoy to Egypt who 
visited Ethiopia in 1958 on an 
oil development mission, also 
believed the coup originated 
from a struggle for succession 
among Imperial Family mem- 
bers. 

Sumihisa Ikeda, 65, former | 
lieutenant-general, who return- 
ed home last February after 
three years in Ethiopia as su- 
preme military adviser to Em- 
peror Haile Selassie, said “a re- 
volution in the modern demo- 
cratic .or Communist sense is 
not imaginable” in a backward 
country like Ethiopia where 95 
per cent of the population is still 
illiterate and no national census 
has ever been taken. He believ- 
ed that the reportec coup was 
not caused by ideological differ- 
ences. 


Ikeda warned that the trouble 
could also cause a chain re 
action of religious or racial out- 
breaks since the Ethiopians con- 
sist of five antagonistic races 
with different religious faiths, 
he said. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Office 
sources suid yesterday that the 
Ethiopian coup d'etat might be 
settled as soon as Emperor 
Selassie returned from his trip 
to Brazil. 

The sources based their pre-/ 
diction on the fact that the up 
rising led by the Emperor's 
son was not directly against 
Selassie. 

They observed that the coup 
is not political in nature and 
that the Emperor enjoys the 
overwhelming confidence of the 


public.

To some ex- 
tent this.stage may be consid- 
ered @-testing ground in which 
youngé®-actors try out for the 
first timte major roles that they 
may some time in the future 
take on the big Kabuki stage. 


But the special quality of 
Toyoko Kabuki does not lie in 
just that. It has a certain 
audacioushess and just a 
touch of popular vulgarity of a 
kind that.the Big Theater can 
no longer indulge in, hav- 
ing became too much “art” and 
too mut open to the more 
puritatiical eyes of the modern 
world at large. 

Less Inhibited 

Under the circumstances one 
almost tends to forget that 
Kabuki is an art that has risen 
to that level in spite of and 
above its, original innate com- 
monnese:~-and unembarrassed 
sensationalism, and not neces- 
sarily Wecause the bawdiness 
has been entirely erased. 


Of course a certain amount 
of common sense and taste is 
called for to tallor old plays to 
the present circumstances; but 
there is a leeway, and the lee- 
way is the difference between 
very proper (and sometimes 
stuffy) Kabuki and a just 
slightly tess inhibited, less arty, 
and more purely popular en- 
tertainmi@nt style of Kabuki. 


Toyoko programs usually of- 
fer, besides the “training 
period” classics, a bit of the 
jatter, not always for the best 
spa rg generaily interest- 

g@ enoygh to merit attention. 

For this month's 
Chikamatsu’s “Horikawa Nami 
no Tsuzumi,” a sordid story of 
adultery that Chikamatsu raised 
to the level of art, has sensu- 
ous Senjaku in the role of the 
adulterous wife who fell from 
chastity not wilfully but from 
sheer longing during her hus- 
band’s...jong absence from 
home on duty. 


Piayed by Senjaku 
Whether the woman Otane 


- appears despicable or pitiful de- 


pends to a surprising amount 
on how dbe other supporting 


characte n the play are por- 
trayed. t the fact that 
Otane’s rtner in adultery, 


Gen-emonjin the hands of Kan- 
ya, is po yed as being almost 
as tipsy m drink as Otane 
and not entirely oblivious to 
Otane’s seductive charm, makes 
Otane a little more sympathetic 
character than when Gen-emon 
is portrayed as being a very up- 
right man of integrity who is 
more or less forced by Otane 
into the affair. 


Otane’s gentle nature, her 
charm and the innate feminine 
Weakness that proves her un- 
doing are very well portrayed 
by Senjaku, showing him to be 
adept at such difficult matron 
roles as well as the young- 
maiden roles with which he 
first achieved success. His 
Otane makes it easier to under- 
stand the weak strain in her 
and also the femi- 
nine charm that could evoke 
such strong grief from her 
wronged husband even after he 
has killed her in ¢compliance 
with the samurai rule. 


As Young Heir 


The result is that when 
Tsurunosuke as the husband 
Hikokuro vehementiy demands

Next there is Wankyu roaring 
driink, rashly breaking the seal 
on packets of official money in 
his, trust and tossing the money 
around the geisha house. Then 
there is penitent Wankyu apolo- 
gizing to his mother. And 
finally there is Wankyu gone 
mad. 


Senjaku goes through all this 
very competently, sober, drunk, 
and mad in turn. But the 
“mad” scene is somewhat un- 
comfortable, through no fault 
of the actor but of the play's 
construction itself. Wankyu 
loses his mind and regains it 
again in a very short space 
of time all within one scene, 
and both the beginning and the 
end of the madness are unna- 
tural and forced. 


Entertaining Act 
In the meantime the audience 
is treated to Senjaku going 
through various meaningless 
gesticulations and sudden 
changes of humor in the man- 
ner a madman is probably sup- 
posed to; but one cannot help 
feeling at times that Wankyu 
might just be wilfully pretend- 
ing to be mad instead of 
really being crazed as the story 
says he is. ‘Nonetheless, it is 
quite entertaining, and as far 
as possible under the circum- 

stances, skillfully done. 


Of the new numbers, Miyako 
Hirata’s combination of music 
dance-play, “Gempei Midare 
Emaki” is picturesque and ro 
mantically pathetic. Shocho as 
the heroine Shion who is train- 
ed by her lover, nobleman Fuji- 
wara Norimichi, in the art of 
classic dance and music, and 
then preserves both for posteri- 
ty after Norimichi has been 
destroyed in battle, is very 
strikingly graceful in regal 
court robes, showing a suitable 
innocence and youth in the 
earlier scenes and an equally 
suitable pathos and dignity in 
the scene after Norimichi’s 
death. It is to the number's 
credit that it does not quite 
turn out all empty dance tab- 
leau but retains enough meat 
to make it worthwhile. 


“Yofu Den” tells in a sensu 
ous way the story of notorious 
Takahashi Oden, a woman ex- 
ecuted in an early year of the 
Meiji Era, while trying to pre- 
sent her story sympathetically. 
Such hoydenish siren roles are 
considered made to order for 
Tomoemon, who takes the role 
in this play and plays it to the 
hilt. Emphasis is on the sordid 
and sensual; the story of course 


never rings true, and the 
characters are all “types” 
rather than real people, al- 
though intriguing in their gro- 
tesque ways. 
Spectacle Kabuki 

Utaemon is seen also in 
“Onna Shibaraku,” a piece 
from old spectacle Kabuki. 


The original form was “Shiba- 
raku” in which a hefty, exag- 
geratedly powerful “superman” 
known popularly as Shibaraku 
swaggered his way to the stage 
to save his innocent friends 
from being executed by the vil- 
lainous tyrant. 


A later innovation was the 
female version known as “Onna 
Shibaraku” in which the hero 
Shibaraku became a woman. 
This is the version seen this 
month. Toyoko’s stage is a lit- 
tle too small, and Shibaraku’s 
huge sleeves and pompous man- 
ners seem cramped for space. 


Onna Shibaraku, probably in 
deference to the male Shiba- 
raku, traditionally stops to 
blush before making the big 
showy exit down the hanamichi, 
and asking another actor to 
show her the proper way to 
make the exit.. This always is 
good for a laugh. Utaemon 
seems to bring this bit of in- 
formality even closer to the 
audience at cramped Toyoko, 
where there is not a sufficient 
bit of Ranamichi to make the 
big exit anyway. It may not 
be top-notch Onna Shibaraku; 
but it has its humor. 


Wankyu, after being forced to drink at a geisha house, 
goes on a drunken rampage quite out of his right senses, until 
suddenly confronted by beautiful courtesan Matsuyama, who 
is his sweetheart, in “Wankyu Sue no Matsuyama” at Toyoko. 
Senjaku is seen as Wankyu, Tomoomon as Matsuyama.

Dogs Get ‘Disc Trouble’ 
Too! 

I'm sure that all of you 


readers know of someone or 
|perhaps even yourself who is 
suffering from a “slipped disc.” 

Well, unfortunately dogs suf- 


ifer from the same trouble also,/' 
‘including all 


the discomfort 
and illnesses associated with 
the disease in humans. 

As you know the spinal col- 
umn is made up of spinal ver- 
itebrae. In the dog this ver- 
tebra] column consists of seven 
‘cervical vertebrae, 13 thoracic 
i'vertebrae, seven lumber ver- 
itebrae and the sacrum and 
lcoecygeal (tail) vertebrae. 
| These vertebrae are connect- 
ied by ligaments and muscles. 
i'There are cushioned from phy- 
isical injury by structures be- 
tween the vertebrae known as 
intervertebral discs. These 
discs are made up of cartilagin- 
ous material and occupy the 
space between the bodies of the 
adjacent vertebrae and is close- 
ly attached to these vertebrae. 

Each of these discs consists 
of a hard cuter ring which sur- 
rounds an inner soft central 
ulpy material known technical- 
y as the mucieus pulposus or 
pulpy nucleus. This nucleus 
or soft center acts as a cushion 
or “shock absorber” which en- 
able the spinal column to sus- 
tain a great deal of jarring 
around. Naturally the shock 
which the vertebral column 
undergoes is distributed over 
many of these soft centers so 
that the traumatic impact is 
distributed over several of these 
nuclei. 

Occasionally things go wrong 
due to twisting, dropping, jJump- 
ing, a severe fall, a blow ac- 
cross the back (such as being 
struck by a car or an object 
falling or dropping across the 
back) ete. It has even been 
reported that the pulling of a 
dog’s tail can result in injury 
to the disc. 

In our next column I'll ex- 
plain what does happen when 
these injuries occur.

Defeat of Interposition Doctrine 


By RONALD J. DUNLAVEY 


WASHINGTON (VOA) — 
When the Supreme Court of 
the United States issued its his- 
toric ruling that separation of 
white and Negro. children 
in schools is unconstitutional, it 
ordered the separation ended 
wherever it was the custom 
with all deliberate speed. 


It was predicted at the time 
that some of the Southern 
states where segregation is 
traditional would put up a stiff, 
legal battle to evade the ruling. 
This is what has happened. 
But, what has been unexpected 
is the speed, clarity and force 
with which the Federal Courts 
have disposed of these legal 
objections, 

In case after case, the legal 
obstacles sometimes erected 
with great ingenuity have been 
(worked out) courteously, but 
unmistakably by the Federal 
Courts. It happened on Nov. 
30 in the State of Louisiana, 

The Louisiana Legislature 
had used a legal tactic not so 


far invoked in statute form by 


any Southern state, the doctrine 
known as Int 


erposition 
The principle of interposition 


is teat any one of the 50 
states in the Federal Union 
may interpose its sovereignty 
between its people and any de- 
fendant of the Supreme Court 
for any law declared constitu- 
tional by that Court. 

The state having interposed 
itself, the law or decision 
would have no application 
within the state uniess the 
Federal Constitution were 
amended. Interposition is obvi- 
ously based on the generally 
discredited idea that the United 
States is a loose compact of 
separate units so autonomous 
in power that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has little or no 
authority. 

In last week's decision, the 
Court dealt extensively with 
the Interposition Doctrine and 
deciared kt an amorphous con- 
tract, defiance hiding under the 
cloak of apparent legitimacy. 
Interposition, added the court, 
is not the Constitutional Doc- 
trine. If taken seriously, it is 
illegal defiance of Constitutional 
authority. 

The decision was marked by 
this kind of language, forceful 
and uncompromising. Refer- 
ring to an elaborate series of 


enactments by the Louisiana 
State Legislature which at- 
tempted to enforce the Inter- 
position stand within the state, 
the Court remarked: “A mere 
ratification of the scheme suf- 
fices.” No one dares contest, 
the sole purpose of all this 
legislation is to defeat the con- 
stitutional rights of colored 
children to attend desegregated 

schools. Since it is their pur- 
pose, they are all unconstitu- 


tional. 

Louisiana legislators have all 
dedicated that they will take 
their case to the highest 
Federal Court, The Supreme 
Court. But, unless the Su- 


preme Court changes its past 
attitudes the appeal would 
probably be rejected. On the 
other hand, it is unlikely that 
the decisions of the Federal 
Courts will bring full school in- 
tegration to Louisiana in the 
immediate future. But, the 
Nov. 30 ruling berring the 
possibility of reversal by the 
Supreme Court doeg reveal the 
legal underpinning of the case 
for segregation and clears the 
way for gradual integration of 
the Louisiana schools.

Delegates assembled from 33 
denominations with 40 million 
members, most of America’s 
major Protestant and Orthodox 
churches. No action by them 
on the plan was contemplated, 
but it evoked keen interest.

Specifically, he outtined con- 
crete steps for merging four 
large denominations — United 
Presbyterian, Episcopal, Method- 
ist and United Church of Christ

The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry is expected 
within a few days to permit 
the Hitachi Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Co. to import two 
Swiss-made hydrofoil vessels in 
preparation for their mass pro- 
duction next summer, 


The Hitachi Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Co. signed a con- 
tract with the Supramar, Ld. 
of Switzerland in October to 
build and sell hydrofoil ships 
here, 


The hydrofoil boats to be im- 
ported will be a six-passenger 
model, PT3, and a 70-passenger 
model, PT20, 


The Swiss company produces 
hydrofoil ships capable of ac- 
commodating from four to 140 
passengers.

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U.S. Rejects 
Japan Plea 
On Shipping 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The U.S. Government has 
turned down a Japanese Gov- 
ernment request to withdraw 
its demand that a “reasonable 
ratio” of U.S, bottoms be used 
in the import of American 
machines by the Toyota Motors 
Co. of Japan, according to the 
nee bassy in Washing- 


The rejection was forwarded 
to the Japanese Embassy in @ 
letter delivered Monday from 
the director of the Federal Mari- 
time Board of the Department 
of Commerce. 


Toyota is going to import 
rican machines and equip- 
ment with a $12. million US. 
Export-Import Bank loan and 
$8 million in funds allocated by 
the Japanese Government. 


The Maritime Board's letter 
said that the ratio of general 
cargoes carried by American 
ships on the North American 
lane has declined considerably 
of late, and attributed this drop 
to the failure of American bot- 
toms to receive equitable treat- 
ment from the Japanese. 


It indicated that the U.S. de- 
mand to Toyota was made to 
protect U.S. shipping. 


Japanese Embassy officials, 
commenting on the letter, deni- 
ed the charge of unequal treat- 
ment. 

The issue, they said, is not 
that of whether the actual ratio 
of cargo transportation between 
Japanese and U.S. bottoms is 
equitable or not, but whether 
equal opportunity is being given 
to both sides. 

The Japanese Embassy is re- 
portedly ready to file another 
protest with the U.S. Govern- 
ment. 


The Toyota issue cropped up 
late last month when the Fede- 
ral Maritime Board demanded 
that Toyota give American ship- 
ping a “reasonable ratio” in im- 
porting American machines and 
equipment, 

The Japanese Foreign Office 
and the shipping industry fear- 
ed that tf the request should be 
accepted, it would affect the 
Japanese ships’ general cargo 
transportation on the lucrative 
North American lane, which 
amounts to ¥25,000 million a 
year. 


They felt that the U.S. request 
was a forerunner of measures 
aimed at diverting to American 
bottoms an increasing volume 
of U.S. exports along the lines 
of the dollar-saving policy. 

The Japanese Government 
early this month made a re- 
quest to the U.S. Government 
to withdraw its demand to To- 
yota. 

In making the request, Japan 
Claimed it would be unfair to 
apply the U.S. regulations on 
cargo shares to that part of 
Toyota's imports financed with 
funds allocated by the Japanese 
Government. 


It said, however, that the 
rules calling for transportation 
by U.S. bottoms of up to 50 
per cent of goods purchased 
with U.S. funds “might be un- 
avoidable.” 


20 Nations Sign 
OECD Convention 


PARIS (Kyodo ~- Reuter) — 
Twenty nations including the 
United States and Canada sign- 
ed a 21 article convention set- 
ting up a trans-Atlantic “Organ- 
ization for Economic Coopera- 
tion and Development.” 

The OECD which is expected 
to start working on Sept. 30 
next in Paris will replace the 
18-nation Organization for Eu- 
ropean Economic Cooperation 
which through United States 
help salvaged the war ravaged 
economies of Western Burope.

The movement of stock prices be- 
tween mid-December and Dec. 28 
(when the last day session of the 
year is held at the nation’s stock 
exchanges) is referred to as “mochi- 
tsuki-soba,” or “mochi” pounding 
stock prices. 

This stockbroker’s jargon derives 
from the fact that about this time 
every year rice is pounded with a 
wooden pestie (largely replaced by 
machines today) to make rice cakes 
to be consumed during the New 
Year celebrations. 

Another reason for this expres- 
sion is that the stock prices 
fluctuate violently during this 
period, so that the fluctuation re- 
sembles the pounding of “mochi’”’ 
rice. The violent changes in the 
price, of course, are due to varied 
speculations on the New Year's 
business conditions. 


ception. While, on the one hand 
prices are pushed up by the strong 
buying sentiments backed by active 
consumer purchases, on the other 
hand, prices go down because of the 
bearish factor involving the recent-

These two opposite factors are 
expected to cause the price curve 
to draw a zigzag, typical of the 
“mochitsuki-soba.” 

Searce stocks become popular at 
the slightest hint of a rise, but big 
stocks refuse to grow readily this 
year.

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Coup d’Etat in Ethiopia 


News of a coup d’etat in Ethiopia, the oldest African 
State with the exception of Egypt, is both surprising and. 


disconcerting. 


Since Emperor Haile Sela:

Ethiopia have appeared to be remarkably stable, at least 


to the outside world, and it might have bee 


thought that 


this would be the last country in the world to experience 
anything in the way of a revolution. 


The Emperor has been personally prominent in various 
programs of domestic reform and has been particularly 
active in promoting plans for better education and im- 


proved social welfare. 


However, the fact that he has largely kept the control 
of affairs in his own hands may have caused discontent in 
some circles where it is felt that the system of government 
ought to be brought in practice into closer consonance 


with modern ideas. In 1955 


a new constitution was pro- 


mulgated, providing for universal suffrage for men and 
women over 21 years of age and for greater fiscal control 
by, and a limited responsibility of the ministers to, Parlia- 


ment. 


Reports emanating from Addis Ababa from time to 


time since then have suggested that parliamentary govern- 


ment has never become very effective. 


Moreover, there 


are still serious relics of feudal days alive in Ethiopia and 
the existence of extensive church lands and large private 
proprietors has been an obstacle to agrarian reform. 
The present Ethiopian army, trained by British officers 
from 1947 to 1951, and subsequently by an American mili- 
tary mission, has been brought to a good standard of 
efficiency and, as far as is known, has never taken a hand 
in politics. The announcement of Crown Prince Asfa 
Wossen over Addis Ababa Radio on Wednesday, however, 
said that a new Government had been set up “with army

The same broadcast said that the aim of the new 
Government was to end “3,000 years of injustice,” and the 


Crown, Prince, the Emperor's 


eldest son, declared that the 


new regime had his support and was backed by the army 
and police. Previously, rumors had had it that the Crown 
Prince himself had been arrested and even assassinated.

His misfortunes when the Italians 


invaded his country were nobly borne, and during his exile 
in Britain he was highly respected and liked. It seems 
curious that a coup, apparently designed to unseat him 


from his throne, should have 


taken place during his visit 


to Brazil, for we may recall that the last Emperor of 
Brazil, Dom Pedro II, was forced to abdicate some 70 years 
ago despite the personal affection and respect in which he 


was held by the majority of 


his countrymen. 


The statement attributed to Crown Prince Asfa Wossen 
that the Ethiopians have never been able to rid themselves 
of poverty and ignorance, and that the laws and regulations 
of the country have been abused to deprive the common 
people of their rights and privileges in order to boost up 
the riches of the favored few may or may not be a fair 
summation of the present-day Ethiopian situation. Only a 
few decades ago, it is certain that the common people of 
Ethiopia had no rights and privileges at all and the pro- 
vincial. governors and large landowners were all-powerful. 
It is quite possible that reforms have not moved fast 
enough,.and Ethiopians cannot, of course, be unaware of 
the major changes that have taken place in neighboring 
Egypt and other parts of Africa. 

Whatever the present changes may portend, there will 
be a profound hope in Japan that Ethiopia will continue 
to make progress in all the departments of modern life.

Trouble in ‘Algeria, Communist Summit Manifesto Hold Attention 


The question of Algeria and 
the recent Communist summit 
manifesto were the topics of 
foremost importance to the col- 
umnists last week. 


Charles de Gaulle’s policy on 
Algeria won widespread support. 
His attempt to rally’ the 
French people behind his pro- 
gram for Algerian self-determi- 
nation was. seen as the only 
way to assure progress without 
bloody chaos. The United 
States, advised some must sup 
port De Gaulle by voting 
against the resolution in the 
General Assembly condemning 
France’s Algerian policy. For 
if De Gaulle fails, it was 
argued, civil war and totalitar- 
ianism could follow in France 
and Algeria. The anticolonialist 
resolution in the U.N., some ad 
ded, is badly timed and should 
be withdrawn. 


The declaration of global 
Communist policy was seen by 
the majority as reflecting a 
ter.:porary compromise but no 
solution of the differences be- 
tween Peiping and Moscow. 


Algerian Crisis 


C. L. @alaberger, in the New 
York Times, believed there is 
no doubt that Charles de Gaulle 
is hoping for an Algeria with 
a “younger sister” relationship 
with France: an indeperident 
Algeria with its own legislature, 
cabinet, head of state, U.N. rep- 
resentatives and military forces 
but with citizenship and some 
state organs in common with 
France. He hopes that the 
Mosiem rebels, the FLN. can 
be induced to join in such a 
state with other elements— 
Moslem and European—of the 
Algerian population. If, of 
course, the relationship did not 
work out, “the younger sister 
could sever the last family tie.” 
It is a good plan but stands 
little chance with the emotional 
Moslem nationalists of the FLN 
or the equally emotional Eu- 
ropean settlers in Algeria. 
Most Frenchmen, however, 
want to end the Algerian war, 
and the best course would be 
to let De Gaulle pursue his 
program. “After considerable 
delays imposed by the com- 
plexity of the situation, the 
general is now moving fast. 
It would be folly for the U.N., 
which already has its fill of 
problems, to seize this moment 
to interfere.” 


‘Edgar Ansel Mowrer, in the 
Boston Globe, thought that the 
resolution in the U.N. condemn- 
ing France and asking for an 
immediate U.N.-supervised pleb- 
iscite on Algerian independence 
should be flatly opposed by the 
United States. A U.S. vote for 
the resolution would disrupt 
NATO shake De Gaulle, and 


strengthen the French  die- 
hards. It would not get what 
the anticolonial nations say 


they want: an independent Al- 
geria. If De Gaulle’s moderate 
policy for an “Algerian Alge- 
ria" fails, then it is quite pos- 
sible that France itself will be 
in for a civil war between left 
and right which could result in 
a Communist or semi-Fascist 
totalitarianism. Either would 
be a calamity. “This, I suggest, 
is a reason why the United 
States must not take sides 
against De Gaulle at the United 
Nations and why the anticolo- 
nial nations had better with- 
draw their current resolutions 
at the U.N.—at least until after 
the coming plebiscite in France, 
which may give Gen. De Gaulle 
moderate policy.” . 


Joseph Alsop, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, said that 
De Gaulle, a great politician as 
well as a great man, for two 
years has been awaiting the 
favorable evolution of opinion 
in France proper and in the 
army. Now, if the French 

ple support his position on Al 
gerian self-determination in the 
plebiscite, he will proceed to 
organize a democratic, self-gov- 
erning Alvcerian Government. 
It will be free to make its own 
choice about its future relation- 
ship with France.

Communist Line 


Harry Schwartz, in the New 
York Times, -viewed the Com- 
munist policy declaration as a 
compromise embodying conces- 
sions to both Peiping and 
Moscow. On the issue of the 
inevitability of war, the docu- 
ment forecasts ‘that new Com- 
Tmunist gains in the near future 
will make possible the ex- 
clusion of war even before a 
complete world victory over 
capitalism, This is not quite 
as definite as Khrushchev’s in- 
sistence that war is not now 
inevitable. “The practical im- 
plication of this compromise is 
that if the near future does not 
bring the gains the Communists 
expect, the Chinese Communists 
will have warrant for raising 
the question of the inevitability 
of war again.” That the state- 
ment supports “peaceful coex- 
istence” and negotiation with 
the West may be construed as 
a victory for Khrushchev. But 
the statement also accepts Pei- 
ping’s position that a_ third 
war would destroy capitalism 
but not communism. “Wheth- 
er the complex compromise 
worked out last month in Mos- 
cow will be stable remains to 
be seen.” 


Joseph Barry, in the New 
York Post, speculated that the 
Russians might have had a dif- 
ficult time at the Cammunist 
summit defending their plans 
against the more aggressive 
ideas of Peiping. ‘The Chinese 
are convinced that their daring 
and militant tactics will win 
the Southern Hemisphere and 
the world. They believe that 
“peaceful coexistence” with cap- 
italism is impossible. What is 
more, they do not really think 
they are risking nuclear war. 
They believe that in -nost situ- 
ations the “paper tigers” of the 
West will not dare to use nu- 
clear weapons to defend their 
interests. “All these arguments 
add up to the power of the 
Chinese Communist position and 
its undoubted appeal at Mos- 
cow's ideological summit meet- 
ing. It would be madness to 
misunderstand or underestimate 
them.” 


Roscoe Drammond, in the 
Washington Post, pointed out 
that the Communist declaration, 
while allowing for further sum- 
mit negotiations with the West, 
has a fiercely aggressive over- 
all message. The document is 
full of threats to overthrow in- 
dependent states and feist com- 
munism on unwilling people. 
It is full of savage attacks on 
the U.S. as the “chief enemy 
of the peoples of the world” 
and as the head imperialist who 
is plotting “aggressive war.” 
Hardly the way to prepare for 
another summit, but more than 
likely Khrushchev’s interest in 
a summit is limited to the pro- 
paganda benefits to be derived. 
It is safe to say that President 
Kennedy will not fall for it. 
“The whole import of the mani- 
festo shows that it is a new 
declaration of cold war on the 
Free World and a directive to 
the 81 Communist parties to 
conduct it with renewed fury.” 


Western Front 


Constantine Brown, in the 
Washington Star, declared that 
unity between the United States 
and West Europe is the most 
essential need of the Free 
World. The resources of all 
the NATO nations should be in- 
tegrated. Military coordination 
must stress European conven- 
tional force and U.S. nuclear 
power. Economic policies must 
be unified, with the U.S. per- 
haps joining a Common Market 
merged with the Outer Seven. 
Psychological warfare programs 
should be combined.

The positive 
economic policy of the new 
Ikeda Cabinet also runs coun- 
ter to increasing Japan's de- 
fense expenditure, although the 
US. may, request this. The 
continuation of past defense 
policies is no longer possible in 
the face of the rapidly changing 
world and domestic situations.

Ethiopian Coup d’Etat 
A coup d'etat has broken out 
all of a sudden in Ethiopia, the 


oldest independent country in 
Africa. According to press re- 
ports, while Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie was away from the coun- 
try on a tour of South America, 
Crown Prince Asfa Wossen took 
power in order to “liberate the 
people from feudalism and po- 
verty” and to “modernize and 
democratize the country.” Ethi- 
opia, one of the underdeveloped 
countries, was doomed to un- 
dergo, sooner or later, an orde- 
al for its modernization. It is 
heartwarming that no blood- 
shed was reported in the coup 
d'etat in Ethiopia. It is also 
noteworthy that Crown Prince 
Wossen in his statement clari- 
fied his new regime’s intention 
to abide by any international 
agreements and treaties, there- 
by eliminating fear of disputes 
with foreign nations or of inter- 
vention from them.

Each 
side played out one shell and 
when a player found a shell that 
matched his, he gained that 
shell. 

Later, the shells were lac- 
quered or beautifully painted. 
Then came uta-kai (poem 
shell). One half of a poem 
was written inside a shell, and 
the other half on its matching 
half. The people played to 
find the matching half. The 
game of kai-awase was played 
by the upper class women up 
to the end of the Tokugawa 
period. 

There is an old tale of a 
woman who was born out of 
a hamaguri shell and became 
a famous weaver of fine cloths, 
and her husband who rose as 
a rich respected man. 

It was in the Kyoho Era 
(1716-35) that the custom of 
having hamaguri soup at wed- 
ding banquets started. The rea- 
son given for this is that even 
when a. thousand hamaguri 
shells are gathered, there is 
only one that fits the selected

Robert McNamara 
Next Secretary of Defense 

DETROIT (AP) — Robert 
Strange McNamara, selected 
Tuesday by President-elect John 
F. Kennedy to be Secretary of 
Defense, is a former college pro- 
fessor who has learned the 
automobile business with 
mathematical precision. 

He appeared on the automo- 
tive scene in 1946 with the 
postwar reorganization of Ford 
Motor Co. and climaxed his 
rise to the top by being named 
president of Ford one month 
ago. 

His first job at Ford was to 
establish a planning control de- 
partment. In rapid succession 
he became controller, assistant 
general manager of Ford divi- 
sion, vice president and general 
manager of Ford division, 
group vice president in charge 
of car and truck divisions and 
then president. 


McNamara is 44 years old, 
one year older than Kennedy. 
He was a contemporary of the 
President-elect at Harvard 
where he received a master’s 
degree in business administra- 
tion in 1939. 

From 1940 to 1943 he was an 
assistant professor of business 


to administration at Harvard. As 


a consultant to the War Depart- 
ment he helped plan a statisti- 
cal control program which later 
was applied to the whole com- 


plicated logistics operations of: 


the Air Force. 

McNamara professes to be a 
political independent. He con- 
tributed to the successful. 1958 
senatorial campaign of Demo- 
crat Philip Hart of Michigan. 
This year he contributed to the 
unsuccessful bid for governor 
by Republican Liberal Paul 
Bagwell. 


At a news conference on the 
day after the election when he 
was named president of Ford, 
McNamara said he thought 
Kennedy’s election could have 
“no material effect” on Ford's 
business but expressed belief 
the Democrat “will make a 
good President.” 

McNamara is a native of San 
Francisco where his father 
managed a wholesale shoe cam- 
pany. He majored in mathe- 
matics, economics and philoso- 

at the University of 
California where he won Phi 
Beta Kappa honors as a sopho 
more. 

In an industry filled with 
flamboyant extroverts Mc- 
Namara is a reserved type who 
appears to shun the “hard sell” 
approach in favor of facts and 
figures. 

He looks and dresses like the 
school teacher he ence was— 
rimless glasses; hair parted in 
the middle; conservative suits. 

With his wife Margaret, a 10- 
year-old son, Robert Craig, a -d 
a 16-year-old daughter, Kath- 
leen, he lives in a large, old
